Parisian French—Canadian Patois. 


How superlatively Parisian a real 


Frenchman would think the people of 
Trois-Rivieres who made a public pres- 
entation to a neighbor for hisgalanterie 
—when his real achievement was not 
in lovemakicg but in life saving! But 
the Parisians might find a worse patois 
in their own country. The difference 
between their language and that of the 
long lost Jean Baptiste is one of accent 
more than of words. The French Cana- 
dian speech is" thicker, coarser and less 
finicking than the French. One of the 
most striking differences occurs in a 
multitude of words ending in "ais," 
such as jamais, avais, which are pro- 
nounced jama', ava', and so on, even 
by educated Canadians who write per- 
fect French. 
When the ancestors of 


Jean Baptisto sailed from northern 
Franco these words were spelled jamois, 
avois, and the pronounciation has not 
changed with the orthography. lu.spme 
proper names, such as" BeauHarlSblg; 
even the spelling remains unaltered. 


The French Canadian takes liberties 


with his consonants as well as his 
vowels, as will appear from a few of 
M, Manseau's sad examples: A'oir, 
agroients, bi'n, anfiii, (afin) a'chante 
and i'chanteut (for cllochaute and elles 
or ils chantent), pramenez su1 la rule; 
donne-moe-le; c'est ane avartisesmeut 
que 1'bon ieu '1 eu'oiye! But with all 
this, no one accustomed to the conversa- 
tion of onr French neighbors across the 
channel need be hindered by an imag- 
inary strangeness of speech from jour- 
neying to the inmost parishes of the 
province of Quebec—a province full of 
rewards for the seeker after old time 
ways.—Contemporary Review. 


Travels of n Bullet. 


R. H. Campbell of the Madras civil 


corps tells of an incident which camo 
under his official notice as magistrate of 
Hosau, Madras. A European was hunt- 
ing black buck on a hillside when he 
got shot with his Martini-Henry com- 
bine. The result of the shot taught him 
a lesson about the dangers of long range 
bullets. 


In a valley 1,500 yards away, beyond 


two rather high hills and a little poml, 
a native was standing with his head 
bowed and hands clasped behind his 
back.

The most dangerous bullet, 
save the one in a so called isn't-ioaded- 
guu, is the one that goes ricocheting 
through tho air.—New Yorlr Sun.

Some suggestions to Those Who De- 


sire to be Examined. 


i 
The course of naval cadets is six 


lyars, four years at the academy and 
two at sea. The nomination of a can- 


j didate to fill a vacancy shall be made 


I upon the recommendation of the Con- 
gressman in whoso district the vacancy 
exists, and the candidate nominated 
must have been for at least two years 
immediately preceding the date of his 
appointment an actual and bona fide 
resident cf the district in which the 
vacancy exists. All candidates must at 
the time of their examination for ad- 
mission be over fifteen and under 
twenty years of age and physically 
sound, well formed and cf robust con- 
stitution. 


Candidates examined now will be ex- 


amined at Annapolis on the first of 
next September and will be required 
to enter the academy immediately 
after passing the required examine 
tions. 


Any one of the following conditions 


will be sufficient to reject a candidate: 
Feeble constitution, retaided develop 
moat, impaired general health, decided 
cachexia, diathesis, or predisposition; 
any disease, deformity, or result of in 
jury that would impair efficiency; such 
as weak or disordered intellect, cut- 
aneous or communicable disease, un- 
natural curvature of spine, torticollis, 
or other deformity; inefficiency of 
either of the extremities or large ar- 
ticulations from any cause; epilepsy 
or other convulsions within five years; 
impaired vision, imperfect color sense; 
visual acuteness must not fall below 
fifteen-twentieths of the normal in 
eithei eye; impaired hearing or dis- 
ease of the ear; chronic nasal catarrh, 
ozaena, polypi, or great enlargement of 
the tonsils; impediment of speech to 
such an extent as to impair efficiency in 
the performance of duty; disease of 
heart or lungs or decided indications 
of liability to cardiac or pulmonary 
affections; hernia; varicooele, snrco- 
cele, hydrocele, stricture, fistula, hem- 
orrhoids or varicose veins of the lower 
limbs; genito-urinary diseases; chronic 
ulcers, ingrowing nails, large bunions 
or other deformity of the feet; logs of 
many teeth, or teeth generally un- 
sound. 


Attention will also be paid to the 


statute of the candidate, and no one 
manifestly undersized will be accepted; 
five feet will be the minimum height. 


EDUCATIONAL EXAMINATION. 


Candidates must be able to read un- 


derstandingly and with proper accent 
and emphasis, and to write legibly, 
neatly and rapidly. They must be 
able to write from 
dictation para- 


graphs from standard pieces of Eng- 
lish literature, both prose and poetry. 
Spelling will be considered in marking 
all the papeis. 


In arithmetic the examination will 


include the ability to express in fig- 
ures any whole decimal or mixed num- 
ber; to use with facility the tables of 
money, weights and measures in com- 
mon use; to reduce compound num- 
bers, to give the number of cubic in- 
ches in a gallon, and the relation be- 
tween the troy and avoidupois pounds, 
and will include also longitude and 
time, ratio and proportion, contracted 
methods of multiplication and division, 
measurement of rectangular surfaces 
and solids; square and cubs root, and 
m general includes n thorough knowl- 
edge of arithmetic. 


In algebra the examination will be 


elementary in character, 
including 


fundamental rules, factoring, algebiaic 
fractions and simple^equatiocs. 


In English 
giammar, familiarity 


with the parts of speech, the ability to 
parse any ordinary sentence, and the 
power to correct sentences will be re- 
quired. 


A thorough knowledge of the geog- 


raphy of the United States is abso- 
lutely required, and a good general 
knowledge of the geography of the rest 
of tne world is called for. 


Candidates should be familiar with 


so much history of the United States 
as is contained in the ordinary school 
histories. 


Candidates receive ,$500 a year com- 


mencing at the date of admission, and 
one month after admission the success- 
ful candidate isceives his actual ex- 
penses incurred in traveling from his 
home to the Academy. 


It is of the greatest importance to 


send candidates to Annapolis who are 
physically sound as well as education- 
ally strong. 
Each candidate present- 


ing himself for examination will be re- 
quired to file a certificate signed by a 
reputable practicing physician stating 
that the candidate is physically sound 
and not subject to any of the condit- 
ion given in the foregoing list. Candi- 
dates are at liberty to choose their own 
physioian and are to pay the expense 
of the physical examination. 
It is 


better to pay this expense now than to 
pay the fare to Annapolis and run the 
chance oE being rejected on physical 
grounds. 
Candidates will understand 


that the examination at the present 
time is not final, but is merely held for 
the purpose of enabling Hon. F. G.

TUB SELECTION OF DELEGATES. 


The State Central Committee of the 


Silver party will meet here to-morrow 
to select fifteen delegates and fifteen 
alternates to the National Silver Con- 
vention, which is to meet at St. Louis, 
July 22d, and to fix the time and place 
tor holding the next State Convention 
and apportion delegates to the same. 
It is important to the cause for which 
the National Silver party was organ- 
ized, to have a fall delegation of true 
and tried Silver men at St. Louis, as 
the election of President may depend 
upon the action of that convention. It 
is conceded by those who have taken 
the trouble to ascertain the sentiments 
of the common people, the toilers and 
producers, that a decisive majority of 
them are in favor of restoring silver to 
the standard from which it was dis- 
placed by treachery and falsehood. The 
only difficulty, therefore, in electing a 
President who is favorable to silver lies 
in getting the advocates of free coinage 
to unite upon one candidate. That ac- 
complished victory is assdred in No- 
vember. The necessity of united ac 
tion was made apparent at the recent 
election in Oregon. Though the Popu- 
lists undoubtedly elected both Con- 
gressmen by a small majority, had all 
the Silver men in the State been united 
their ticket would have been elected by 
an overwhelming majority, and the first 
jun of the campaign in a State hereto- 
fore decisively Republican, would have 
almost annihilated the webfoot gold- 
bugs. 


Nevada should be represented in the 


National Convention by reliable citi- 
zens, conservative men, who are not 
wedded to "isms," which can wait, with- 
out aeriouB injury to the country, for 
future consideration; men who will 
make concessions, and do anything 
that is reasonable to unite the Silver 
Forces, whether 
they be Populists, 


Democrats or Republicans. The dull 
times will prevent many from attend-
